Disneyland celebrated a birthday this past 
July 17 and now, incredibly, is 20 years old. 

During these first two decades we’ve had 
many exciting celebrations, but none can 
compare, in my opinion, to "America On 
Parade,” a spectacular salute to America's 
200th Anniversary... now playing daily at both 
Parks thru September 11, 1976. 

I've enjoyed the Parade a dozen times this 
past summer.. .each time with new appre- 
ciation. But it’s difficult to write about. That 
is, it's difficult to convey the excitement in 
mere words and pictures. 

Leading the Parade are three Disney fa- 
vorites, Mickey Mouse, Goofy and Donald 
Duck as the “Spirit of 76“ delighting guests 
as they portray America’s most patriotic 
symbols to the strains of "Yankee Doodle." 
Following this happy trio are more than 150 
"People of America." These doll-like per- 
formers tower nearly eight feet tall and 
mingle with fifty huge parade units, making 
Park guests, young and old alike, seem like 
children enjoying a special party staged 
just for them. 

Throughout “America on Parade," the large 
“people” work, dance, and play to the tunes 
of popular American songs. Songs like 
"Good Old Summertime," “This Land is Your 
Land,” “There's No Business Like Show 
Business," and "God Bless America” engulf 
both Parks in prideful nostalgia. 
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Most of these familiar selections were 
recorded from a traditional band organ on 
multiple sound tracks with special effects 
and instrumental sounds added. The an- 
tique band organ ("Loudmouth Sadie Mae") 
which was used, is from a private collection 
belonging to F’aul Eakin of Sikeston, Missouri. 
Looking vaguely like a pipe organ without 
keys but with horns, bells, drums and other 
ornate decorations, Sadie Mae's music 
reminds the listener of a tent circus or 
a carousel. 


Each performance of “America on Parade" 
features a high school or college band in 
the grand finale. These talented young 
musicians are the only “real" people visible 
to the audience, since all the other partici- 
pants are completely hidden inside their 
character costumes. 




Arrangements have been made with Ana- 
heim and Orlando schools for students to 
complement the cast while receiving aca- 
demic credit and work-experience payments. 

Club members' reaction to the Parade has 
been excellent and if you missed seeing it 
during this past summer, please note that 
it will be showing daily at both Parks during 
this Fall, Winter and Spring and through the 
Summer of 76. 

And. ..although I highly recommend that you 
see the Parade, this is a reminder that “Great 
Moments with Mr. Lincoln” has returned as 
a featured part of the "Walt Disney Story'!

“America on Parade” premiered last June 
as a joyful, colorful, wonderful patriotic 
pageant of the music, people and 
heritage of America- both past 
and present. 

Thousands of Disney guests 
have already watched and cheered 
as Mickey Mouse, Goofy and 
Donald Duck proudly lead the 
three-quarter-mile-long procession 
through the center of each theme park. 

The 50 giant-size parade units in the 
fun-filled musical extravaganza depict a 
variety of historical and memorable moments 
in the nation’s 200-year past and highlight 
the contributions and achievements of the 
country’s people. They present a stylized, 
whimsical and never-to-be-forgotten 
festival of America as only Disney 
can present it. 
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Towering above the throngs of young and 
old who gaze with delight and amusement are 
Disney’s newest creations, the eight-foot-high, 
doll-like “People of America'-from Indians to 
auto drivers, Can-Can dancers to Ben Franklin, a 
Keystone cop to Uncle Sam -they dance their 
way through America's history and into the 
hearts and memories of those who watch one 
of Disney’s most unique and delightful creations. 

The parade, which features more than 150 
people, is performed at both Disney theme 
parks daily at 3:00 p.m.

Horse-drawn street cars, barber 
shop quartets, Saturday afternoon 
band concerts in the town square. 
The sights and sounds of small 
town America at the turn of the 
century are a pleasant memory pre- 
served today in only a few places. 

One of these places is Disney- 
land's Main Street, U.S.A., with its 
general store, flower market, and, 
of course, the Penny Arcade. 

Disneyland's Arcade is always a 
beehive of activity as young and 
old alike venture inside to relive 
a part of the past. 

Inside, Arcade guests find old- 
fashioned games, tests of strength 
or romantic appeal, peep shows, 
a mechanical fortune teller and an 
old-time nickelodeon. 

The forerunners of modern juke 
boxes, nickelodeons played every- 


thing from waltzes to ragtime by 
means of perforated paper rolls. 
Disneyland's nickelodeon is an 
original Welte Sohne Freiburg 1/B 
Orchestrion, built in the late nine- 
teenth century. Every day scores 
of people will stand in front of it 
listening, smiling, and watching in 
admiration and wonder. 

Clustered in the center of the 
Arcade are the Mute-o-Scopes and 
Cail-o-Scopes, featuring vignettes 
by performers like Charlie Chaplin, 
Tom Mix, Ben Turpin and Felix 
the Cat. 

Mute-o-Scopes were first intro- 
duced around 1900. After deposit- 
ing a penny, viewers had to provide 
power for the machine by means 
of a hand crank. The Cail-o-Scope, 
circa 1910, represented a real ad- 
vance in this kind of entertainment. 


It provided its own power and thus 
freed the viewer from cranking. 
When these machines were first 
introduced they often included 
“educational" pieces like "How to 
Wrestle" as well as comedies, 
romances and westerns. 

So for a glimpse of the future, a 
contest of strength or wits, or for 
the sound of music, make your way 
to the heart of Main Street, U.S.A.- 
to Disneyland's Penny Arcade -and 
let yourself enjoy the real pleasures 
of yesterday's entertainment. V
